Ft- Mayor Murphy and Ills Family 
UevrU to Have Been Poisoned. 



Obaha, Nrr, December 27.-Patri<k F 
Murphy, aged tarty, l£x-Mayor of Ooiuls, 
died to-night, after only a few days' illness, 
from a mysterloos malady. Beveral mem- 
bers of the family were taken peculiarly 
sick about a week ago. Mrs. Murphy first 
showed signs of sickness. Hha had pains 
in her back and shoulders, and bar 
throat became sore. Blie doctored herself, 
and tsjcaine enpagently well again. Two 
days Ittter Mr. Murphy was affected with 
tbe sanin svmptoms. though not ser out at 
first, but Mr*. Murphy was again attacked, 
and two childien aoon experienced simi- 
lar feelings. Then Mr. Murphy became 
worse He rallied, however, and seemed 
on the way to recovery till tbb morn ng, 
when he was taken with violent cramps, 
which grew worse until thb evening, when 
be died. Tbe doctor In attendance 
declares the cause of death was 
ptomaine poiaonlng, the result of eat- 
ing chicken which had been fro ten and 
then allowed to become partially decom- 
posed. Murphy bad eaten only a small 
portion of the chicken, and another mem- 
ber of tbe family, who ate heartily, has 
not, aa yet, been attacked. Mrs. Murphy 
also ate very sparingly of chicken, and 
several circumstance* seem to indicate the 
intentional poisoning by aome outside 
party, and several physicians declare that 
otouiaiue poisoning could not have resulted 
under tbe conditions of tbe case. . 



THE COMMONWEALTH. 

Louisville Leaf Tobacco Market. 
There baa been considerable Interest at- 
tracted to the mat ket for dark and heavy 
styles by the contest between a New York 
combination and tbe buyer (or the Bpanith 
contractor for tbe purchase of dark and 
heavy lugw and common to low medium 
leaf. The competition has been brisk at 
times, with alternating lulls, but no reac- 
tion has ooourred from tha advance, which 
places tboae grades »l(o}t.75 higher than tbe 
price, of December I. At tbe details of tbe 
matter are understood, the Bpantsb con- 
tractor b said to be behind about 7,000 
hogsheads in the supply for his January 
tender, and the New York combi nation con- 
trol about that quantity, which represenU 
practically the entire visible supply. Tbey 
are, therefore, willing to accommodate the 
contractor by transferring birat his stock, 
but if he refuses to see tbs point they want 
to make him pay big prices for what be 
may buy elsewhere. It b obviously bb 
privilege this year to deliver uew tobacco 
of a requisite grade.

A 
ery large share of the excess of 
expenses in these counties came 
from the pockets of the tax-payers 
of the city of Louisville. A very 
large share of the expenses in every 
one of the counties was the cost of 
the common schools. All of this 
means that the common schools in 
many counties were supported 
largely by money contributed by 
Louisville to the State treasury. 
These counties are at present of no 
possible advantage to Louisville, 
nor have they any interest in this 
city. To all intents and purposes 
the mo-.ey for their schools comes 
from a foreign source. In other 
words, self-help in tne support of 
the schools does not obtain in a 
vefy large part of Kentucky to-day. 
Some devoted friends of education 
are convinced of the need of more 
money for tho schools in the poor 
counties and in the :ections where 
illiteracy prevails, but they are un- 
willing that the poople of Louis- 
ville and of the wealthier counties 
should be taxed more heavil / for 
this purposo. Hence their resort 
to the plan of Federal aid, This is 
opposed by some upon the plea 
that help from the outside is 1 inju- 
rious. But if Ptkc County, for in- 
stance, already receives » large 
amount of school money from the 
outside(i. e., from Lonisvftle) and 
this is deemed beneficial by the op- 
ponents of Federal aid, why should 
further ontsMe lib!}} prove injuri- 
ous, simply because it comes from 
beyond Kentucky ? — Louisville 
Commercial.

Some Wholesome Hint. In Kegard to th* 

Hrallbrul Adju.tm.nt of Uarineat*. 

As every properly constructed build- 
ing must have a good foundation, so 
should the superstructure of a woman's 
ilr.-.- !>,• erected upon well-titling under- 
garments. To attain this, the timo- 
honored "chemise" must be abolished, 
and its place supplied with garments 
that fit closely, but easily, tins figure. 
They should be nil supported from th. 
shoulders, either by being made in s 
"combination suit," as vest and drawer^ 
I all in one garment are called; or, if th> 
I drawer* are separate, thoy should b 
supported by a strap fastened to th 
I waistband in front and about fou 
inches above the band be divided int. 
two straps passing over each ahoulde 
and buttoning to tho waistband in th 
back. Over this should be worn a gar. 
mcnt, for whioh no adequate name ha 
yet been invented, although some call i 
a "chemiloon," It is a muslin bodice 
mudu by the wearer's basque pattern, t 
insure a good lit About four inchus bi 
low tho waist is acwod on a short, nar 
row skirt, and the joining of these i 
covered by a narrow bias fold, in whiel 
seven or eight buttons are sowed at reg 
ular distances apart in which to buttoi 
all the petticoats, which must be regit 
latcd in lungth, nnd put on to a narrov 
yoke. Tho basii ue may extend an inci 
or two below tho bias fold, under th 
skirt making a space on which button 
may bo sewed, on which to button tin 
muslin drawers, unless a second waist i 
preferred for this special purpose. Thi 
chomiloon may have very short well 
fitting sleeves, nnd bo cut square in th 
neck, and made as pretty as its ownci 
pleases. By it* use, those who dosir. 
may dispunse with corsets. The stock 
ings should be suspended also from tie 
wnist by garters that button onto it will 
clasps to hold up the stockings. Ever 
dress skirt too, with it, heavy draping 
and plaiting*, should be supported b> 
the shoulders, by means of suspenders 
Other genera] rules for beauty it. 
dress are now, we think, so generalh 
understood as hardly to need repetition 
That a very stout person looks best in 
dark, close-fitting dresses, with flat 
trimming, while a very slender figure 
can wear puffed or gathered plattron*. 
and bouffant drapery; and that a tall 
person should not wear pcrpendiculai 
trimmings, nor a short person horizontal 
ones.

DDi-tog **>*ul**a Voar* ol Marriott Ul*. 

In ths rear of No. 333 Klackhawk 
street, upper floor, lives Wilbelm Kar- 
kert, father of twenty-two children, but 
three of whom are living. The lamily 
occupies but one small room, that is, 
that portion of it above ground.

Karkcrt has set one or more babies 
into this world. While ber husband 
participated in the Franco- Prussian 
war, and at Napoleon 111. surrendered 
at Sedan. Mrs. Karkcrt at home 
did ber duty by swelling the census 
by two young Karkerts of tbe 
male persuasion. Unfortunately, they 
only lived thirty -six bour*. Next time 
she bore twins, leas than a year after 
the peace had been signed at Frankfort 
Mrs. Karkert had no better luck. Since 
trie n the children have been born singly, 
the births coming with mathematical 
precisiou, every ten months. They 
nave all died with the exception of the 
first two children and the last one, little 
Anna, born August 16. The little 
creature Is troubled, however— like mil 
u. .- nineteen that died before her— with 
convulsion*, and the looks rather frail, 
and too wise and peaked for her age.

The 
couple havctioen in Chicago three years, 
tbe husband having been employed a* 
carpenter in various shops, lie is living 
in enforced idleness now. as during 
winters. — t'Airooo Tnbune.
